The panel will include 
presentations and discussion of environmental, social. cultural and economic principles and 
criteria by which mining proposals and mining operations can be evaluated by communities, 
government, industry, and non-governmental organizations. The panel is not focused on the 
potential development of the Pebble mine and does not presuppose that the mine will be 
developed. It is focused instead on what experts have learned from mines in other locations that 
can help guide people throughout Alaska as they face similar questions.
